Coffee County adopts strategic plan

The Cotfee County Commission 
meeting was unusually crowded 
Monday with representatives from 


the Strategic Planning Committee 
and the Enterprise Economic 
Development Corporation present 

\ strategic plan for Coffee Coun 
ty was presented to the commis 
ioners for thei consideration by 
Joe Paul Stewart, chairman of the 
Strategic Planning Committee 

In presenting “21 and Beyond” 
he commended the commisstoners 
for their foresight in commission 
ing the development of the plan 

You have exercised true wisdom 
and judgment, and | believe history 
Will honor you for tt.” said Stewart 

He pratsed the many individuals 
who gave freely of their time in 
helping to bring together the many 
aspects of a workable strategie plan 
for Colfee County 

Stewart noted the different issues 
uddressed in the plan as being 
deribusiness/agriculture, communi 
cation technology, economic devel 
opment, education, quality of life, 
and transportation, The detailed 
plan outlines things that can be 
done to bring about improvement in 
each of the issues addressed 

The focus of the strategic plan is 
to vet all the citizens of Coffee 
County working together for the 

ood of the whole county and not 
just one certain area or aspect oF 
development 

Stewart, as chairman, agreed that 
the plan was not perfect and that 
changes are inevitable since Coffee 
County is not an island. He noted 
events and circumstances that occur 
in the state and neighboring coun- 
ties will certainly affect this plan, 
and it is the recommendation of the 
committee that the plan be 
reviewed and evaluated periodically 

perhaps on an annual basis. 

“A plan will remain just that 
unless it is acted on.” said Stewart. 
“Hf you [the commission] embrace 
the plan, the next step will be to 
designate those who will work with 

ou on implementation of the plan 

You will find many capable leaders 
throughout the county who will be 
happy to work with you if you will 
only seek them out.” 

In the adoption of the plan by the 
COMMISsioOn, Commissionet 
Bernest Brooks commented, “Most 
places spend $20,000 to $30,000 to 
develop a strategic plan such as the 
one presented. This one was pre- 
pared by a group of volunteers at 
no cost to the taxpayers of Coffee 
County.” 

\ppearing before the commis- 
sion on behalf of the Enterprise 
Economic Development Corpora- 
tron (EEDC) were Brett Morgan 
and Tim Alford, They presented a 
plan to the commission for thei 
consideration in finalizing their [the

\lford explamed to commission 
ers that an advisory committee 
made up of individuals (Cegislative 
representatives, mayors, council 
members, commissioners, and other 
interested citizens) from throughout 
the county will be formed to pro- 
vide a vehicle for aiding the EEDC 
in formulating good economic 
development plans and the imple 
mentation of them. This group will 
meet quarterly to exchange infor

Phe motion to proceed with the

An attempt to amend Grimsley ‘s 
motion to include “giving” $20,000 
to the Elba economic development 
group - Elba Industrial Board 
fatled by a 4-3 vote with the reverse 
vote on the motion to table.

On Monday evening the Elba 
City Council sold timber, made 
board appointments, approved sale 
of a house and heard a report on the 
sewer project status, 

Frances Brunson and Mike 
McGuire were reappointed to 
another term on the Elba Zoning 
Board of Adjustments. 

An effort to reactivate the Elba 
Recreation Board led to the 
appointnent of five Elba Citizens to 
a five-year term on that advisory 
board, They are Jenny Allen: Rob 
Paul; Doug Martin, Jr: Greg 
Hanchey and Tim Williams. 

Daniel Stephens was named to 
the abatement board, replacing Rey 
erend Williams, who resigned due 
to conflicting schedules. 

The council agreed to nominate 
Roland Powell for a seat on the 
Coffee County Equalization Board 
rhe appointment will be made by 
the Governor’s office from a list of 
names nominated by various county 
and municipal councils. 

Three recent flood buy-out hous 
es had been offered for sale to the 
highest bidder. Only one of the 
three received any bids. There were 
two bidders for the 660 Smith 
Avenue former home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Wallace Smith. High bidder 
Was Dena Richardson, 2164 County 
Road 239, with a bid of $10,505.00 


Three bids were received for the 
25 acres of timber at Hawkins 
Williams Park. J F Spann Timber 
Go; Flack Haney Forest Products, 
Inc., and Dry Creek Logging, Inc 
were the three bidders. Dry Creek 
was the succesful bidder with a bid 
of $16,882.82 

The Council voted to accept the 
high bid on this tract of timber, but 
not before an effort by Council 
member John W, Sharpless to 
forego the cutting of these trees 
Sharpless reminded council mem 
bers that it takes many years to 
grow a forest and he has visions of 
one day developing bike trails and 
walking trails in this area. He 
explained that the potential for a 
beautiful park was right here. This 
motion was seconded by Council 
man Ben Carpenter. The vote was 
four-two against the motion 


A motion to accept the high bid 
Was passed by the same four-two 
count, with Sharpless and Carpenter 
opposing the action. 

The timber on an eight-acre tract 
of land located between the levee 
and Whitewater Creek attracted two 
bidders. J. F. Spann Timber Co. and 
Roland Powell. High bidder was 
Roland Powell with a bid of $6,000. 
The council voted unanimously to 
accept this bid. 

The council also authorized 
Mayor James Grimes to secure bids 
on selling timber at Legion Field 
where the city plans to construct 
another ball field.

Last week we expressed our thrill over the growing support and 
attention from the business community for academic excellence. 
Our examples were the two Rotary scholarships and the four $100 
cash awards for high test scores. Little did we know at the time that 
these four students were the lucky winners out of a whole pile. A 
group of 40 who had improved their test scores 10% or more from 
1998 to 1999 had their names put in a pot and two were drawn as 
the lucky $100 cash winners. Then the names of a whopping 137 
Elba students, grades seven through twelve, who had a 75% or bet- 
ter score (the national average is 50%), were put in the pot and two 
of them were drawn out for the $100 cash awards. Ain’t it great! 


More on the student test scores. Someone is doing something right 
when a school system the size of Elba’s has 137 students scoring 25 
points above the national average. Further evidence that the Elba 
teachers are on the right track is that 40 students succeeded in 
increasing their scores on a battery of tests by 10% or more. One 
purpose of these tests is to measure the achievements of the stu- 
dents - Elba is doing great, as shown by the evidence. Another goal 
of the tests is to identify areas of weakness in individual students 
and concentrate on improving them - 40 Elba students improved 
their national standing by 10% in awingle year! We are reminded of 
the bumper sticker which read, “/f you can read this, thank a 
teacher!” With all its human strengths and weaknesses, the Elba 
school system is obviously staffed with teachers who deserve more 
credit than we as a community tend to give them. 


The earthquake in Turkey last week ranked up there with the worst 
‘on record. Adding the known dead with thousands of citizens 
reportedly still missing and you have wiped out a population larger 
than all of Coffee County, Alabama.

The Elba offense will be led by 
the senior trio of quarterback 
Bradley Bowers and running backs 
jony Burks and Derek Coleman, 
Bowers (5°11", 180) began the ‘98 
season as the Tigers’ signal caller 
before Moving to tight-end, and 
oives the Elba offense a true threat 
both as a runner and a passer. Burks 
(5°72, 160) was Elba’s leading rush- 
ey Jast season with 535 yards on 81 

irries, and also pulled in 3 passes 
for 62 yards and averaged over 20 
yards per return on 11 kick returns. 
Coleman (6’, 198) saw action at 
fullback and tailback last year for 
the Tigers, and gained 406 yards on 
just 72 carries, an average of almost 
ix yards per carry. Burks gives the 
livers a breakaway threat at the 
running back position, while Cole- 
man provides the offense with a 
banger that can run around or over 
in opposing defender. 

Phe offensive line may be one of 
Elba’s biggest in many years, with 
Brandon Salter (6, 190) anchoring 
the line at center, joined by return- 
ing starters Jep Dubose (6’, 192) at 
‘ight-end, Carson Waters (6w2ts 
225) at tackle and Britt Grimes (6’, 
225) at guard. The line should be 
one of the team’s strong points, and 
when combined with the Tigers run- 
ning back tandem of Burks and 
Coleman, could provide Elba with a 
solid offensive unit this season. 

Bowers hit on !7 of 48 passes for 
232 yards last season in limited 
action at quarterback, but the Tigers 
are expected to go to the air quite 
often this season, and one of his 
favorite targets will no doubt be 
split-end Josh Lawford (5°10, 165), 
an elusive receiver that runs precise 
patterns and has a knack for getting 
open in crucial situations. 

Ihe Elba defense allowed over 
20 points to be scored in six of the 

ligers’ 11 games last season and 
was a major concern early in pre- 
ceason drills. However, with six of

last season's “Top 10” tacklers 
returning, the ‘Black and Gold’ 
defense may make opponents black 
and blue! Cornerback Tony Burks 
and linebackers Derek Coleman and 
Jep Dubose combined for 220 tack 
les a year ago and were all ranked 
among the top 5 tacklers for the 
Tigers, while other defenders 
ranked high in stops included 
defensive-end Brandon Salter, cor 
nerback Josh Lawford and defen 
sive-end Bradley Bowers. Sulter, a 
big play man for the Tiger defense, 
also led Elba last season in sackles 
for losses (12) and sacks (4), and 
will likely line up all over the field 
as the season progresses. 

Coach Head has put his team 
through countless hours working on 
the kicking game, another weakness 
a year ago, and Brandon Salter 
should give Elba a true field-goal 
threat, and should also give the 
Tigers a solid punting game, since 
Salter will return in that position. 

The ‘99 season was expected to 
be the worst of the decade for the 
struggling Tigers, but the players on 
this year’s team believe they can 
win, and that confidence could help 
the Tigers post their first wining 
season in three years. 

The Brantley Bulldogs rolled to a 
13-2 record a year ago in claiming 
the Class 1A state championship, 
and return the championship team 
back almost intact for a season that 
many believe will end in a second 
* straight 1A crown. 

The Bulldog offense averaged 
over 27 points a game last season, 
and return all their weapons as they 
look to light up the scoreboard in 
‘99, Leading the Brantley attack on 
offense will be All-State running 
back Bo Daniels. Daniels, a 200- 
pound speedster, gained over 2,000 
yards a year ago and earned MVP 
honors in the state championship 
game, and is reported to be in the 
best shape of high school career as 
he looks to some how improve on 
his numbers from last season. Dar- 
rell Owens and Deon Jones give the 

Bulldogs a trio of backs with true 
breakaway speed, and when com- 
bined with the talented throwing 
arm of quarterback Andy Johnson 
and a big strong offensive line, it is 
easy to see why the Brantley 
offense might very well resemble a 
track meet as they race up and 
down the field piling up the points 
on its opponents. 

Another valuable weapon for the 
Bulldogs this season will be field- 
goal kicker Gregory Daniels, a 250- 
pounder, who is consistent from 40 
yards in, and has the power and 
accuracy to be a threat from any- 
where inside 50 yards.

THORSBY AT ZION CHAPEL 

The Zion Chapel Rebels will be 
hoping to get the season started off 
with a bang Friday night at Green 
Memorial Stadium when they host 
the 2A Thorsby Rebels, in the 
renewal of a young, but heated foot- 
ball rivalry. 

Zion Chapel lost to Thorsby 28-7 
a year ago, and it was the beginning 
of a long season for Coach Randy 
Grant and his troops as they would 
go on to post a disappointing 1-8 
record. 

“We hope to do better than we 
did last season,” Grant stated in a 
preseason interview. “Our numbers 
are really lower than they were in 
my first year, and we really thought 
we would be able to get some kids 
out.” 

While the Rebels numbers are 
down, with only 18 varsity players 
on the roster, they do have some tal- 
ent and can be successful on both 
sides of the football.

“Our senior leadership is better 
than it has ever been,” said Coach 
Keith Thrasher in a preseason inter- 
view, “ and these seniors worked 
hard all summer and came back in 
great shape. We lost our entire 
defensive and offensive line, and 
how quickly we develop in those 
areas is a key. Our starters on both 
sides of the football are adequate, 
we are just so thin in numbers. The 
limited numbers coui play a factor 
in our season, especially early on.” 

While the Gamecocks are down 
in numbers, they are not down in 


talent or heart, where a core of 


seniors lead the way. Kellen Cole 
(6°3", 185) will return at quarter: 
back 


and will have to carry the load to 
help the Gamecock offense move 
the football and put points on the 
scoreboard. Tailback Jason McKen- 
zie (6'2”, 180) and fullback Pate 
Harrison (6°1”, 185) should com- 
bine with Cole to give New Brock- 
ton a solid backfield, while center 
Danny Toole (5°11", 200), flanker 
Andre Flowers (6’, 175), split-end 
Nathan Rainey (5°9",, 160) and 
tight-end Nicky Anderson (6°6", 
195), should join forces to help 
make the ‘99 Gamecock offense 
one that can put points on the score- 
board. 

The New Brockton defense was 
either very good or very bad last 
season. as it allowed an average of 
almost 30 points a game in four of 
its losses, but limited its opponents 
to a total of only two touchdowns in 
five of its wins.

lengers,

top opening games in the area, with 
the Gamecocks having a real shot at 
pulling off the upset.

Being responsible involves 
developing honesty, self-control, 
respect and compassion for others 
Helping children learn to be 
responsible requires that we as 
adults act in responsible ways 
Whether we are aware of it Or not, 
we are always teaching children 
something by our words and 
actions. Because children learn 
from seeing, hearing, and over- 
hearing, we must try to be the peo 
ple we hope they will try to be 
someday. 

Simple, everyday acts show that 
we care about how other people 
feel. By setting an example of 
respect for others, we can encour- 
age children to behave in similar 
ways. Here are a couple of tips for 
encouraging responsible behavior 
through respecting others: 

|. Help children to see things 
from the perspective of others. In 
this way, we can help them realize 
that others’ feelings are often simi- 
lar to their own. 

2. Show appreciation for the 
efforts and actions of others. 
Whether it is through the use of 
good manners (saying “please” and 
“thank you"), short notes, or small 
gifts, showing gratitude for the 
things children, family members, 
or friends do for us teaches respect 
for others.
